THESUCCESSOR TO RAUM, 

The general impression is now that no ap- 
pointmentof commissioner of internal revenue 
gill be made at present. Dupuy Commission- 
er Rogers is acting as commissioner to-~lay, 
and willcontinue in that. capacity until an 


appointment is made, The resignation of 
Geen B. Raum wasa complete surprise to 
every one. Not even his most intimate friends 
or office associates had the faintest hint that 
«eh a course had been determined upon by 
the commissioner. The suddenness of the 
affair jed many to believe that there had been 


eome official disagreement with the secretary 


or the president; or that it 
had been intimated to General Raum, 
that _—ihiis place was wanted for 


«omedody else. Neither of these surmises had 
any foundation in fact. ‘The president and: 
Secretary Folger were much surprised when 
Commissioner Raum informed them to-day of 
his determination to leave the service and de- 
«ote his time hereafter to the practice of law. 
Handsome compliments were bestowed and 
regrets expressed on both sides, and every evi- 
dence of the most cordial feeling was mani- 
fested. When General Raum returned to the 
treasury department, after his interview with 
the president, and announced to his subordi- 
nates what he had just done, there was ex- 
hibited py ally first incredulity and then ac- 
tual grief, The chief clerk, General Clark, 
t whom, next to General Raum, the in- 
‘erpal revenue bureau owes most of its 
efficiency and splendid discipline, displayed 
vreat feeling. He has been faithfully at- 
seched to General Raum for many years, and 
was bis most particular personal and political

; RANKS AND MONEY. 
During the month of April twenty-nine 
new national banks were authorized to begin 
business, the majority in the western and 
northwestern states and territories. Itis esti- 
mated that the decrease in the public debt for 
the month of April amounts to about $3,900.- 
000. The smaliness of this amount in com- 
parison with the average monthly reduction 
for years past, is accounted for by 
the heavy payments on account of pensions. 
These payments amounted to about ten mil- 
lion dollars. Advices received by the 
national board of health indicate that New 
Orleans is the ouly part of the United States 
where smallpox now prevails to any extent, 
The disease is reported to be raging in India, 
Ceylon, along the coast of frica from 
Morocco to the Cape of G6od Hope, 
snd in many pointsin South America.

THE RIGHTS OF RiVER TOWNS. 


Parkersburg Sustained in Chargivg Excessive Wharf 
age on Tocuace. 

Wasuitxetox, April 30.—A decision was 
rendered by the supreme court of the United 
States to day, in the case of the Parkersburg 
and Ohio river transportation company. ap- 
yellant, against the city of Parkersburg, West 

‘irginia, and others, This case, whichisone 
of considerable importance to all cities and 
towns along navigable rivers, arises out of 
the following state of facts. The city of Par- 
kersburg, West Virginia, built a wharf and 
established certarn rates of wharfage, which 
ihe Parkersburg and Ohio transportation 
company complained of as extortionate and 
as being merely a pretext for levyinga duty 
on tonnage. The company thereupon filed a 
billin the circuit court of the United States 
to return proceedings in the suit brought in 
the state court for the purpose of coliecting 
the wharfage, and to have the wharfage or- 
dinance declared illegal and void. This court 
bolds, 

1. That as the ordinance on its face im- 
posed charges for wharfage only, though 
these charges might be unreasonable and 


exhorbitant, the court will not en- 
tertain an averment that they were 
m reality not intended as wharfage, 
but as a duty on tonnage. An 


inguiry into the secret intent of the body 
which imposed the charges is inadmissible. 
Whether it is one thing or other must be de- 
eg by the ordinance or the regulation

TELLER STOPS IT. 


A Decision Which Biecks the Progress of Rome Ala- 
bama Lend Grabbers. ™ 

Wasusincton, April 30.—During the last 
sessien congress enacted a law confirming all 
bona fide homestead entries heretofore made 
upon mineral lands in the state of A’‘abama, 
known as.the Morgan law. The effect of this 
law istoexempt from the operation of the 
mineral laws of the United Statesthe mineral 
lands in the state of Alabama. Secretary 
Teller decides that under this law only those 
homestead entries which were actually made 
at the local land offices prior to the date upon 
which the act was approved, March 3, 1883, 
can be patented, and that the settlements 
made upon those lands for which entries 
were not recorded prior to the date of the ap- 
proval of the act, do not come within its pro- 
visions.

_ WARE’S LYNCHING. 


A Fiendish Murder—Toying With His Victim asa Ca 
With a Meuse. 
CHATTANOOGA, April 30.—A dispatch from 


the Tennesse river, Florence, Alabama, gives 
the following detaiis of the lynching on BSat- 
urday of George Ware, colored, who murder- 
ed a white boy aged tweive, to secure tweive 
dollars, which had just been paid to the boy. 
After robbing his victim he threw the lad 
eight times into the river, but the boy swam 


back to the shore. After thus amusing 
himself he tied the boy, beat 
out his brains with a stone and 


again threw himin. A man on the opposite 
shore witnessed the murder, but the river 
was too wide for him to make his presence 
known. -A description of the negro was given 
to the jailer, who arrested him. The same 
night a crowd of workmen employed on the 
river improvements, visited the jail and de- 
manded the prisoner. Owing to the delicate 
condition of the jailer’s wife at the time, the 
mob was pursuaded to, disperse. All eccur- 
red op the 20th instant. On Saturday night 
the mob revisited the jail, carried the jailer’s 
wife to another house, then took the prisoner 
and hung him to a beamin the depot build- 
ingand riddied bis body wita builets.- Sie 
negro confessed. 


AN ATTEMP rED RESCUE. 


n Officer and Three Men Kiiled—Excliting Scenes in 
Texas. 

New Orveans, April 30.—The Times-Demo- 

crat’s Marshall, Texus, special says: At Glade- 


water on Saturday, two negroes 
were tried for a trivial offense, 
convicted and ordered to jail at Longview, 
the county seat. Officer Bradshaw had 


them in charge at the depot, waiting for 
the train when an attempt was made to 
rescue them. Bradshaw, fearing irouble, 
had summoned two citizens to aid him and 
when the attempt was made there was a 
general firing of guns and ‘pis- 
tols. Officer Bradshaw and three 
negroes were killed. In response to telegrams 
the sheriff anda posse from Longview re- 
paired tothe scene. The negroes are armed 
and defy the officers. It is feared that more 
serious results may ensue. 

Three negroes were killed yesterday in the 
railroad accident at Ranger, on the Texas 
Pacific railroad.

The Late Kuoxville Capitatist Charged With Pro- 
‘ euring $250,000 Fraudulcatly.

NasHvILLE, Tenn., April 28—A case of 
great importance to railroad men and other 
people of the staie is to be taken up in the 
chancery court next Monday. The style of 
the case is R. F. Looney, of Memphis, against 
Thomas O’Connor’s estate. Thomas O’Con- 
nor was killed last fall by one of the Mabrys 
at Knoxville. The bill of complaint charges 
Thomas O’Connor, who was formerly a mem- 
ber of the national executive democratic com- 
mittee from Tennessee, with procuring money 
by means of alleged false pretenses in the in- 
terest of the Tennessee Iron and Coal vom- 
pany. The amount involved is $250,000. 
Colonel Josiah Patterson, of Memphis, and 
J. J. Vertree, of Nashville, are the attorneys 
for Colonel Looney.

Public excitement 
rans high, sentiment being pretty much 
divided as to the justice of the killing. The 
origin of the difficulty was in Cincinnati, Mr. 
Phil Thompson when a mere boy married a 
young girl,who, though attractive and beauti- 
ful, inherited a love for stimulating drinks, 
This vice, under the watchful eare of her 
husband, was never developed in her until 
he, being called to Washington by congres- 
sional duties, could no longer give her his 
constant attention. Then she began to 
drink, but the fact was never known to 
her husband. Last December, when 
Thompson started to Washington, his wife 
asked him to take her to Cincinnati with him. 


He did so, leaving her at the St. Clair hotel 
with Mrs. Buckner, his mother’s sister. The 
next day W. H. Davis, a young married man 
of excellent family and a prominent mer- 
chant here, a cousin of Mrs. Phil Thompson, 
came to Cincinnati and registered at the 
Palace. The disgraceful facts in connection 
with this yisit, as detailed below, Thompson 


came home. This morning he started to Lex- 
ington, and Davis started to Chicago on the 
same train. On the Southwestern train 
they occupied different coaches. On the 
Southern road Mr. Thompson entered 
the smokingcar and took his seat a few ‘seats 
from the door. Davis entered a moment af- 
terward, and, approaching Thompson, said: 
‘How do you do, Phil?’ Thompson seize 
his pistol and said, ‘‘Dd you daregto speak to, 
me, you s— of a , after you bave made 
my wife drunk and debauched her?’ Davis 
ran out of the car and closed the door after 
him. Ashe reached the first step to get off 
Thompson shot throngh the giass, the bail 
striking Dayisin the back of the bead and 
lodging iu the brain, causing instant death. 
He fell from the platform and rolled down 
the embankment... Thompson then got off 
the train and returned to < ppd st, 
THOMPSON TLLIA HIS STORY. 

Circuit Court is in session, and after motion 
hour Mr. Thompson came into court and sur- 
rendered himself to Judge Hardin. Ashe 
did so he said: ‘‘May it please your honor, I 
know it is not customary on occasions of this 
kind for the person appearing before the 
court to make any statement of the facts sur- 
rounding an oceurrence like this; but I deem 
it due to myself, the position I occupy, the 
community in which I have livei so Jon 
and who have so often honored me, that 
should say something in reference to this un- 
fortunate affair. I need not point to my long 
life apd unblemished character for henor be- 
fore these nenpes as a justificationefor what 
I did, but feel that they shonkd know from 
me or hear from me a portion at least of 
the history of the case, Last 
December, being called to Wasning- 
ton by the duties growing out of my positicu, | 
L was accompaniéd by mywife to Cincinnati, 
and being anxious to get to Washington as 
soon as possile, I lefton Monday; the same 
day of my arrival. The next day Mr. Davis, 
the deceased, came to Cincinnati, Having 
met her upon the street, registered at a hotel, 
and learning from berand the lady who ac- 
companied her that she was stopping at the 
St. Clair hotel, he followed down there, 
sought her, and registering himself again, but 
under an assumed name, took a roomeat the 
St. Clair hotel. Hethen carried ber out, and 
having plied her with drink, against the pro- 
test of her friend, until she was utterly 
besotted, well knowing her infirmity 
in that regard, continued his ap- 
plication until he carried her to his room, 
debauched her, made her the victim, in her 
unfortunate condition, of his degraded iust, 
then turned her out to wander where she 
would, until picked up by the night-watch- 
man, and carried to herfriends. Having ac- 
complished my dishonor he left the house be- 
fore breakfast. While I had been informed 
before of some of the facts relating to her in- 
toxication, and that he was the cause of her 
public exposure and degradation at the hotel, 
I did not know the extent of the wrong until 
last Tuesday nightas Icame home, when I was 
fully informed of the infamy which he had 
heaped upon her and my family. I do not be- 
lieve that I will receive the censure of thése 
pon, but whatever is the will of the court, 

will bow to, and bear with as becomes a 
good citizen. This has broken up and de- 
stroyed mv domestic relations, my peace and 
happiness, my daughter, dearer to me than 
all else on earth,is en exilefrom home and an 
outcast from society. She has sobbed herself 
to sleep on my bosom under this great calam- 
ity, part of which only she knew. This blood 
is but a feeble atonement for her tears, and tf 
he had a hundred lives, all of them would 
not atone for this great wrong. For the first 
time this morning I met him, and I feel that 
I did what any man who basa home which 
he loves, a daughter dear to him, would do, 
if he has the courage to defend them from 
wrong. In this I expect and feel that I re- 
ceive the sympathy of the good and virtuons, 
and now submit to the action of the court.”’ 

SYMPATHY FROM THE BENCH.] 
After the delivery of these remarks by Mr. 
Thompson, which were listened to with in- 
terest and silenee, Judge Hardin remarked: 
“It is, perhaps, improper in me, occupying 
the position of a judge, to express that sym- 
pathy with Mr. Thompson that I feel as a 
man: I will, therefore, in the discharge of 
my official duty, hold him to bail to answer 
any indictment the grand jury may find 
against him. I shall fix the bail at $5,000” 
The bail was promptly given, and Mr. 
Thompson was released from custody. 
WHAT THE PEOPLE BAY. 

Davis’s friends say that he is innocent of 
the charge of seducing Mrs. Thompson. He 
toliT. J. Fisher on ‘Tuesday nigh: that he 
had heard Thompson was here, and if any 
trouble resulted he wanted it understood he 
was not guilty of any wrong. -He said that 
he met Mrs. Thompson in Cincinnati and 
she was very drunk, and he took her to her 
room and saw that she was well taken care of, 
asany gentleman would have done, Davis 
has stated on two orthree occasions that if 
he could have a talk with. Thompson 
everything could be_ satisfactorily ex- 
plained. -A prominent lady in Harrodsburg 
saw Mrs. Thompson this afternoon, and she 
yowed by all that was holy that Davis was in- 
nocent of the charges made against him. She 
declared her purpose to make this statement 
public at the first opportunity.

Mrs. Thompson is at the 
residence of Thomas H. Hardin, where she is 
kept in perfect seclusion. Orders have been 
given by Mr. Hardin to demy every one ad- 
mission to her presence, but a few ladies have 
been permiited to see her. She is said to be 
in. a terrible mental condition, and 
cries all the time over the disgrace of her- 
self and family. Her son Garnet is here, 
and a story has eained considerable -cred- 
ence that the youth, who is fourteen years 
old, has threatened to shoot Miss Buckner 
on sight: He is warmly attached to his 
mother and declares that she is innocente of 
the alleged criminal intimacy with Davis, 
The statement that he would kill Miss 
Buckner for bearing the news to his father, 
Which led to such fatal result, is probably 
the story of idle gossip. 
“~ A FORGOTTEN TRAGEDY RECALLED. 

The homicide to-day revives the great 
shooting affray in Harrodsburg the day be- 
fore Thanksgiving in November, 1873, in 
which Phil’ Thompson, sr. and jr., and John 
and Davis Thompson were engaged on the 
one side, and Theadore Davis, sr. and jr., and 
exe other sonson the other. The difficulty 

grew out of a note said to have been stolen by 
Davis, sr. The fight occurred inthe court 
house, and during the fracas old man Davis» 
and two of his sons were killed. The Thomp- 
Ss0nS were never indicted, asit was thought 
rthe Davises provoked the quarrel. Phil 
Thomsen, jr., who to-day killed Davis, it is 
thought shot Larue Davis in the affray ten 
years ago, although there was no direct evi- 
dence to that effect. The victim of to-day’s 
tragedy is‘notin any way related to the men 
who died with their boots, on in the former 
great shooting scrape. 

'  THOMPSON’S ANTECEDENTS. 

Phil Thompson has twice represented this 
district in congress, and was re-elected for the 
third time last November, «Tirere is no doubt 
that this affair ends his political career, and 
it is said he doesn’t care. Mr. Thompson has 
determined to settle in New York and prac- 
tice law. He is a very intimate friend of ex- 
Congressman Flower. During the day and 
to-night Mr. Thompson was called upon by a 
number of friends, who expressed great sym- 
apathy with him in his trouble. He was more 


excited this evening than at any time since 


~~} the tragedy. 


THE VISIT THAT LED TO THE TRAGEDY. 
The tragedy created no little excitement in 
this city, although many who were familiar 
with the facts attending the meeting of Mra. 
Thompson and Walter Davis here about t'rree 
months ago were nct surprised. A tragedy 
seems to have been looked for. Both Con- 
gressman Thompson and his wife are well 
known by several members of the sporting 
fraternity here who hail from Harrodsburg 
rand other points in Kentucky. The gossip 
was some time ago that Thompson had been 
‘informed of his wife’s alleged liaeson with 
Davis in Cincinnati by a friend of both, 
named Jessie Buckner. Mrs, Buckner is the 
divorced wife of ason of Dr. Will Tomlin- 
‘son, of Harrodsburg, Kentucky. Mer separa- 
tion from her husband is said to have occur-

“red im much the same way that caused yes- 


torday’s affair. Her scandal occurred in 
FLouisville, Kentucky, a few years ago. It is 
said that Mrs. Thompson came to this city to 
wainit, Jessie Buckner, who was at the time 
stopping at the St. Claif hotel. Davis was in

' ENGLAND ON IRELAND. 


A Bloody Policy Outlined by the London Tim+s—Mr 
Parncil’s Views on the Poiladciphbia Convention 
~His Conviction that Nvthing is to Be 
Hopsd fcr From Parliament. 


Loxpon, April 30.—The Times in an edito- 
rial, says the Irish convention at Philadelphia 
began with a clap-trap offolly and malignity, 
and closed after the same fashion. The whole 
scene, it says, would be painful, were it not 
supremely ridiculous. The only practical 
suggestion made by the convention for 


injuring Great Britain is the advice 
to people of tTIrish sympathies to 
buy nothing from England unless 


they were obliged to is a confession of impo- 
tence when the Irish malice is driven to such 
a paltry expedient which, if tried, would 
only injure its adopters, The lessan for 


Great Britain is to ignore the Irishmen and 
abandon the hope of bringing them to a bet- 
ter frame of mind by the continuance of 
unmerited favors. They have already con- 
vinced the rest of the world .that they are 
unfit to have national independence and they 
og be made to feel the strong arm of the 
aw. 
PARNELL HOPES FOR NOTHING. 

Mr. Parnell, in an interview, says: We have 
nothing to expect from the present parlia- 
ment, absolutely nothing. It is resolutely 
set in advance against. every proposal in the 
Irish interest—even against such legislation 
as humanity demands. Weseem to be a!one 
in parliament. We arealone. We are for- 
eigners. The very principles which the min- 
istry not long ago urged parliament to apply 
in legislation for Ireland are at present set 
aside as if the Irish people were by themselves 
a humanity for the government of whom ex- 
perience proves nothing, and for whom anew 
political philosophy must be discovered; and 
yet the Irish people practically ask for noth- 
ing but the application to them, upon their 
own soil, that taxation and representation 
ought togo together. They believe that they 
know best what is good for themselyes and 
naturally feel, and will forever feel, an uncon- 
qtierable spirit of resistance to the form of 
government that makes colonists of them in 
théir native land. The desire for self-goyern- 


ment among the MIrish has _ never 
for one instant been quieted, and 
among them, more than among 


any other people, has been demonstrated to 
be absolute!y unconquerable. Tor England 
fo ignore this desire /: political folly; to at- 
tempt to govern the Imsh without con- 
cession to this desire is political crime. But 
the folly and blunder go on. Ireiand has 
sufiered beyond political comprehension and 
Kngland’s political growth has been dwarfed. 
“The ministry practically says to 
the Irish people, ‘The only way 
her majesty’s government hnows how to 
make her Irish subjects prosperous is to assist 
them to leave the British empire and become 
aliens.’ That such a thing as this was abso- 
lutely true in the year 1883 of the Christian 
religion and in a Christian nation, will bethe 
most difficult snbject for explanation to the 
future historian; that the government which 
has no other political philosophy than this 
to apply for the relief of the discontent and 
distress in one of the most fertile and natur- 
ally endowed portions oi the empfre has an 
overwhelming majority of supporters in its 
legislature isashame upon the time. We 
have nothing to hope until there 1s a com- 
piete change in such a government and such 
a ministry. 

In the house of commons this afternoon, 

Mr. Trevelyan,.chief.secretary for Ireland, 
stated that a widespread conspiracy tO nrdr- 
der existed in the county Clare. ~The govern- 
ment, he said, hoped to bring the conspirators 
to justice. O'Donnell, member for Dungar- 
ran,accused Clifford Loyd, special magistrate, 

of altering the deposition made on oath. He 
asked whether the government would retain 
him in office. Mr. Treyelyan and Mr. Glad- 
stone both refused to answer Mr. O’Donnell’s 
question. Mr.O’ Donnell then laid on tbe table 
evidence which he claimed would sustain his 
charge against Loyd. 

The rigsdag of Sweden nas by a large ma- 

jority rejected the proposal for neutralization 

of Sweden. The foreign minister, in the 
course of the debate on the proposal, declared 
that all the powers were aware that the poli- 

cy of the kingdom was purely a defensive 

one. He denied the truth of the rumors of 
the existence of a secret treaty between Swe- 
den and Germany.

It was certainly an able and admirable 
argument. The jury found the prisoner guilty, 
and recommended that he be imprisoned in 
the penitentiary forlife. When Judge Estes 
pronounced the sentence, the prisoner, who 
had been stoical aud unmoved, even nonchal- 
ant throughout the whole trial, arose and 
asked leave of the court to say a few words to 
the wife of Gaddis, who bad 
been the principal witness against him. 
The judge refused to do so, but told him he 
mighe say anything he desired to say to the 
court, ifina respectful and proper manner. 
At this he broke down utterly and wept bit- 
erly, but offered no remarks, Stringer and 
Gaddis were both young men and married 
sisters, each having been married but'a short 
time. While the young widow, with her lit- 
tle babe at he. breast, sat on the stand and 
swore to Stringer’s guilt, she lodked straight 
in the eyes of her young sister, a girl, almost 
a child, slender and helpless, who sat by the 
side of her guilty husband to hear her own 
sister swear his life away. It was a scene to 
make the stoutest heart stand still with 
horror. 
Roberis, the accomplice of Stringer, in the 
murder of Gaddis, was not tried on account of 
the impossibility of obtaining a jury at this 
term. There is ample evidence to convict him 
as accessory before the fact, and at the next 
term he will doubtless follow his principal to 
state’s prison,

He 
then went to New York and afterwards returned to 
Atlanta without Galling upon me on his way to the 
south. I declined to nominate him for the office of 
secretary, preferring to leave that forthe other 
members of the commission. They were so well 
pleased with the appearance of Mr. White that they 
did recommend nim and 1 concurred in their 
recommendation wilftngly. The xppointment was 
thereupon made. 

‘‘Last Tuesday evening my son, Alfred Gregory, 
who has been a studentat ihe’ Jaw department of 
Columbia college, arrived in Washington.

White and he bad long been intimate friends;

I did not kuow 
whether he had decided upon such a course untii 
af erhis interview with myson. This morning I 
received a letter from Mr. White in which he stated 
that after he had instructed my son in the routine 
ofhisnew employment he would start for Wush- 
ington, That iétter was written before the reports 
of a trade between Mr..White and myself haa bven 
circulated, and 1 know notning cf his declinat:on 
beyoud what 1 have read in the papers. 

“The statement that any wade wus entered into 
by Mr. White and myself is without the slightest 
foundation in faet. I do not consider that] am 
more responsible forthe appointment than other 
members Of the commission. 1 wish it to be dis- : 
tinctly understood that the arrangement between 
Mr. White and the commission relative to his ap- 
pointmeut as scecretary was antecedent to his busi- 
ness agreement with my son or apy interview with 
him; and ‘that the agreement between the two 
young men was made without the knowledge of a 
single member of the commission.

A Quarter ef a Million of Hatching Eges Received at 
the Agricultural Department. 

Notice was given in THE CoNSTITUTION a few days 
ago that Mr. P. Wallace McKittrick, of Memphis, 
had donated one million silk worm eggs to the de- 
partment of agriculture of this state. Yesterday a 
quarter of a million of these eggs arrived and. were 
taken tothe rooms of the department. ‘The eggs 
were found to be rapidly hatching. Judge Hender- 
son sent out a lot of them yesterday to 


parties who applied for them. Theothers must be 
disposed of Soon, asthe worme will die if not at- 
tend to and fed soon after hatching. Five thou. 
sand of the young hopefuls were brought to THE 
CONSTITUTION Office by Captain Redding of the de- 
partment. Lhe worms attain their full growth in 
four weeksand go to epinning. Tne mulberry is 
their natural food, though they thrive about as well 
on the osage orange. Tkhequality of the silk is 
not as fine from the erange as from 
the mulberry. One ounce of ergs 
will hatch 5),000 worms and a start with a few in- 
fant worms will soon enable one to supply his 
ew daa | hopgag They breed about four times 
and die. They’ eat almost constantly and 
make a cocoon from which a surprising quantity 
of silk thread is spun. The worms require care 
butit has been demonstrated that they can be 
made to pay handsomelyin this climate. Silk cul- 
ture in the south has received a great deal of the- 
oretic attention of lateand is to be tried practically 
by many people in Georgia. All who dcsire any of 
the worms vow in the department should apply to 
the commissioner at once. Parties ata distance had 
better telegraph as the worms ought to receive food 
and attention #8 soou as possible. Of course they 
are for free distribution Mr. McKittrick has 
donated these eygs to the department because he is 
interested in sila culture in the south. . He wil be 
glad to buy all the cocoons thatcan be raised, Sev- 
eral persons near Atlanta are enthusiastic on the 
silk worm question.

PAYING BACK. 


The Government Kebate to Tobacce Dealera—Inyen= 
tory of Stocks to be Taken Te-Day. 

The new internal revenue law goes into effect to- 
day. Tobacco merchants all over the country 
were busy yesterday appending the labels sent out 
by the government to their stock, so as to be 
ready for the inventory which must be taken to- 
day. The yarious internal revenue Collectors 
sent out fhe labels to the dealers. All who have 
stocks of $10 or more are entitled to the rebate. 
The tax on tobacco is reduced from 16 to 8 cents; 
the tax on cigars from $6 a thousand to $3; the tax 


on cigarettes from $1.75 a thousand to 
fifty cents; the tax on snuff 


from 16to 8 cents per pound. To-day all the deal- 
ers must take an inveutory of their stocks before 
'wo disinterested witnesses® The figures must be 
Sworn toand forwarded to the collector of the dis 
trict. He sends the various statements to the 
treasury departmentat Washington. Of course each 
dealer is euntitied toa rebate to the amount of the 
reduction of the tax on all the stock he has. He 
must wait for this. however, until congress makes 
an appropriation for the purpose, which ¢will 
probably be done early in the next session. The 
inventory of the entire tobacco stock of the country 
“ill be ahuge thirg. Someidea of iis extent 
may be gathered from the fact that there are in the 
second revenue district alone, to be looked after by 
Collector Walter Hl. Johnson, not less than 9,252 
tobacco dealers, Alitheic reports come tothe At 
janta office, and are forwarded from here 
to Washirgton. Yesterday the many dealers in 
tobacco in Atlanta were getting ready for ihe day's 
work of taking inventories of their stock. The 
smount of rebate allowed to them will be heavy, as 
Atlanta does a very large tobacco business. On the Ist 
of July all proprietary stamps, such as are used on 
matches, patent medicines, etc., will. be abolished, 
and so will stamps for bank checks. On these there 
isa provision forrebate. A reduction in prices on 
all forms of tobacco will be made at once, it is sup- 
posed about in proportion to the recuced taxation.

An Interesting Programme of Exeroises—The Reports 
ofthe Officera—Some [nteresting Figures Fur. 
nished by President White— The asasoo!. 
ation in a Fiourishing Condition. 


The tenth anniversary of the Young Men’s Uhria- 
tan assoclation was celebrated at the First 
Methodist church Sunday night. The services 
throughout were pleasant and entertaining, and 
wera largely attended. Promptly at 5 o’clock the 
services were opened by reading of the scriptures 
by Rev. C, A, Evans, followed by the singing of ‘‘All 
hail the power of Jesus's name," at the conclusion 
of which Rev. C, A, Evans offered a fervent prayer, 
The choir then sang the anthem ‘“Venite’’ by 
Danks, rendering it in a*most beautiful manner. 
The annual report of the devotional committee was 
then submitted by the chairman. The report was 
a most flattering and encouraging one, and showed 
that the committee has striven hard in aiding, as 
far as possible, in the work. The report of the com- 
miitee en sick was submitted next by Mr. 
Lucius M. Cox, chairman, This committee was 
partially organized July last, and the committee 
assigned to do this work being somewhat incom- 
plete, haveexperienced some difficulty in respond- 
ingtc the appeals made for help, but in all cases 
every call has met witha promptand cheerful re- 
sponse. Mrs. J. B. Shipp nextsang ‘The Palms,” a 
beautiful solo by Faure. Following, Mr. A. B, Bix- 
by, general secretary, made his report. He said: 
When we go back along the line of progress of any 
great benevolent movement,consider the,beginning, 
look upon the feeble instruments used—the eye, 
the lip, the brain, the heart—all are constrained to 
giveglory toGod. Aud to-nightas we celebrate the 
tenth anniversary of an organization which was only 
a few yearsagoan iufant, but which stands before 


the world to-day a valuable auxiliary{of the church, 
and next to the church the greatest power for good 


our nation has, and in view of this and our 
local work past and present, owe are 
led to **call upon our souls and aijll 


that is within us to bless and magnify the Lord.’’ 
The work of the association in its various places 
bas been well sustained and much has been accom- 
plished for the good of the young men of this city. 
Our social work has been one of the most attractive 
featuges of the association and has been productive 
of the greatest good. Young men are social beings, 
and unless they find companions and amusements 
such as will elevate and refine, they will seek those 
whose tendency is to degrade and ruin. During the 
past year thirteen recgpuons and musical enter- 
tainments have been giVen, with an average atten- 
dance of 693 persons. The reaiing room is becom- 
ing more and more .popular every day. Thereare 
now 100 papers and magazines on file, but there is 
stillgreat need fr others. The average daily at- 
tendance on the *reading;room for the past year has 
been 45. We have annually hundreds of young 
men coming to our city seeking employment, and 
in the majority of cases they reach here 
without frieudsormoney. It has been our pleas 
ure to assist thiriy young men iu procuring posi- 
tions, and in every case the employers aud young 
men have been well pleased. We ask the co opera- 
tion of the business men in this branch of our 
work. Our boarding house register is by no means 
an uLimportant feature in our work, anditis our 
desire to keep on our register only such places as 
we can recommend, where a young 
man will be under good influeuces. We have di- 
rected one hundredand twenty-five young men to 
such places during the pastyear, We have tried 
atall times to assist worthy young men, but on 
tramps and dead-beats we have no money to spend. 
andi want tosay just here that our association is 
nota reiief association. The religious work has 
not been neglected, and while most of this work is 
carried on atthe rooms, the outside friends have 
not been forgotten. The daily noon prayer meetings 
are profitable and pleasant. The young men's 
Saturday night meeting is a most important fea- 
ture of the association's work and should be vigor- 
ously sustained. The 4 o’clock Gospel service at 
the hall on sunday afternoon meeting has proven 
tio be one of the inost interesting of the various 


meetings. The work at Mission hal!, 186 Marietta 
street, aud at the benevolent bome and at the 
te have proven productive of much good. 

Say object of our association 
is the improvement ° of young men. 
“Young Men’s Christian asscciation!’’ It looks 


well aud sounds weil, and wouid itnow sounda 
little hypocritical for us to beeugaged in every 
Other work except definite work for young men. 
God grant that the coming year may see achangein 
our work in this respect, and may we be willing to 
sacrifi eour pride and work contentedly in our 
right sphere towards the accomplishment of the 
object for which we are organized. 
There is another branch of our work which is of 
equal, if not greater, importance than any I have 
mentioned—our boys. They will be young men in 
afewyears. There are mauy to whom our thanks 
are due. First, to the ladies who have assisted in 
beautifying our rooms and have aided in the recep- 
tious and entertainments given. Te the pastors 
of the city for recommendation and 
ation in ine work; to the press for. many 
cOurtesies shown, to the business men for the flnan 
cial aid which they bave afforded. 

The reportof Mr. W. L. Peelf treasurer, was then 
submitted, showing the receipts and disburse- 
ment for the past year, also the balanceon hend at 
the presenttime. After Mr. Perl had submitted 
his report, Mr. J.W. Harie madea statement for the 
finance committee, impressing upon the minds.of 
all present the great benefits derived from the 
work of the association and ihe necessity of baving 
ampft means to defray expenses, and in strong 
terms advocated the work of the association and 
solicited a generous assistance. The congregation 
then sang, ‘‘Wepraise Thee, Oh! God.’’ 

In making the president’s report Mr. W. Woods 
White said: 

‘Outof every hundred young men ninety-nine, 
or nearly all, have been led to destruction through 
assotiations. What are the churches of the city 
doing to create proper associations for the young 


men’? There are in this city about €75 dry goods 
clerks, about %800 grocery cierks and 310 
traveling men, ana between 5OU and 
1,000 véilroad mez are emptied into 


our city, daily taking one season with anoiher, and 
with employesin oiher occupations, which you 
will reagily recall tomind, ageregates very Clo-e to 
a grand total of 7.500 and 10,000 yonng men. 
whom is this vast (hropg of young men associated? 
How many of them are met persobully by the 
Christian people of Atlanta, or in the elegaut 
churches in this city? I will submit to your 
thourhtful consideration some statistics. There 
are in Atlanta twenty-one churches for white peo- 
ple, with pastors in charge. In response to the in- 
quiry ‘how many young men do you meetin your 
church and prayer Meeting on an average during 


the week? have been intormed 
that the . total of the two laiger 
Methodist churches, the two larger Baptist 


cnurches, the two large Presbytc1ian churches, toe 
two larger Xpiscopal churches and the Congrega- 
tional cburch ali combined, is aduut 1,200. Let us 
estimate the total to be 2,000. In Atlanta there are 
between 88 and @5 barrooms, and actual calcula- 
tion shows they are visited by over 16200 persons 
per week. ‘These figures may seem large, but I 
think not striking enough. A gentleman whose 
Statement cannot be doubted counted 67 young 
men as they walked into a single barroom in ten 
minutes by the wacth, one evening not long ago 
This great throng comes from somewhere and are 
going somewhere. Because a young man has en- 
tered asaloon and taken a drink, he is not necessa- 
rily lost, but friends, if he has that kind of associ- 
ates long, the Chances are agaist him. tcesides our 
own work which Ishall refer to, I want to call 
your attention to the fact that there is quite a gen- 
eral belief throughout the world that the Y. M. C, 


A. is~ an institution calculated to be and 
is of great service to the church 
in the work of evaugelizing the worid. 
There are about 1,000 sssocialions scattered 


througbout this country, and about 3,000in the 
world. They. who in this country over $38,000,600 in 
real estate besides other property. Théreare about 
300 men giving their exciusive time and attention 
to this wo.k. 

We want a home, and you are goingto giveitto 
us? The Young Men’s library has a beautiful 
home whereiu to carry on the great work ot educa- 
ting tae citizens; the military company has funds 
for buildivg an armor}; we bave a hone for the 
tick and diseased, and a home for the criminal, 
while there is but one place inthe city wherea 
young man can find a home, which has its doors 
open to him dayand night, aud where be will be 
surrounded by Christian influences, and this, my 
friends.is in.he Young Men's Christian assucia- 
tion. Ought not this asssociation to have a build- 
ing of itsowu?. Let our board of directors consider 
this matierand take steps to push it to a successful 
issue. 

Mr. White’s address was followed by the singing 
of “Oh! Fairand Feeble Heart,’’by Miss Eva Cuck- 
ler, and Miss*Mollie Courtney. Key.c. ‘A. Evans 
followed ina soul stirring and highly interesting 
address, setting forth the noble works of the asso:
